The case of Dr. C. S. Hoagland, of 
Milroy, adm inistrator of the estate of 
the late Jeremiah Matthews, in which 
$10,000 damages are demanded of the 
Big Fonr railway company for the kil­ 
ling of Mr. Matthews on the Main 
street crossing 
in Milroy, January 
20th, 1905, came np for trial in the 
circuit court this morning. 
The trial 
will hardly'bo finished before tomor­ 
row afternoon. 
The plaintiff alleges carelessness on 
the part of the railway company inas­ 
much as he claims that the train, an 
extra, consisting only of an engine and 
caboose, did not whistle for the cros­ 
sing so as to warn Matthews of the 
impending danger. 
He also claims that it was running 
through the town at a high rate of 
speed. 
Innis & Morgan, of this city, and 
W, J. Beckett, of Indianapolis, are the 
attorneys for the plaintiff, while the 
defendant is represented by Smith, 
Cambern & Smith and Cary Cowgill, 
of Wabash, counsel for the Michigan 
division. 
The jury trying the case consists of 
the following named men: Arra Ben­ 
nett, Samuel Kennedy, Smith Carney, 
James Martin Oren Beher, Charles 
Morphy, 
Samuel Young, John 
T. 
Kirkpatrick, 
T. B. Hinchman Cliff 
Wiuship and Hiram Leonard. 
Several of the plaintiff’s witnessed 
were examined today. 
Charles Wil­ 
son was on the stand this morning for 
abont an hour. 
He testified as to the 
rate of speed at which the train trav­ 
eled at the time it struck the buggy, 
auH said that the engineer did not 
whistle for the crossing. 
Mrs. H ar­ 
mon Boles gave siim ilar testimony. 
Charles Jones, Mrs. Mary 
Richey, 
Mrs. Ada Clark, 
Mrs. Ella Thomas, 
Mrs. Mary Smith and Harmon Bo’es 
were witnesses for the plaintiff^this af­ 
ternoon. 
Harmon Boles said that the 
train was running through Milroy at 
the rate of forty-five miles an hour. 
He said that it whistled for the cross­ 
ing above Main street. 
He was the 
first to recognize Matthews after the 
accident. 
Matthews, he 
said, died 
shortly after he reached him. 
He said 
that the 
train reached the lumber 
yard, quite a distance down the track, 
before it stopped. 
The trial is an ineresting one and is 
attracting 
much attention. A large 
number of people, 
especially from 
Milroy and vicinity, attended this af 
ternoon. 
The ease is beiug warmly 
contested.

Year. 


The 
seventeen 
year locusts 
are 
scheduled to apj ear in this State this 
year, but Rush county will escape 
their visit, according to the announce­ 
ment of James Wilson, Secretary of 
Agriculture. 
This brood of noisy in­ 
sects is expected to make its appear­ 
ance during the latter part of May 
in Clay. Crawford, Davis, Gibson, 
Green. Lake, Lawrence, Pike, Posey, 
Sullivan. Yanderburg, Vigo and War­ 
ren counties. 
The District of Colum­ 
bia and a number of States will re­ 
ceive a visit from the locusts. 
Secretary Wilson state« that when 
it is announced that the seventeen 
year loenst 
will appear, it usually 
gives cause for alarm and arouses fear 
for 
the satetv of shade trees aud 
orchards. 
The actual damage, how­ 
ever, is usually slight, except in the 
case of newly planted orchards, and 
even here by vigorous prnning back 
after the locusts have 
disappeared 
much of the danger caused by the egg 
punctures can be obviated. 
He says 
that as a m atter of precaution, how­ 
ever. it mig ht be well no t to lo ca te 
new o rcha rds tig s spring in recently 
ed ^round'Yaftfcear to wood:

Paris, May 1.—As May day dawned 
on Paris calvary and infantry detach­ 
ments took up the positions assigned 
to them throughout the city and its 
outskirts. 
’Workmen began to assemble on the 
Place de la Republique, and owing to 
the increasing excitement at this point 
the troops intervened and a hundred 
arrests were 
made. 
The 
prisoners 
were immediatelyftaken before mag is 
trates, who) quickly passed on 
the 
cases, and the disturbers of the peace 
were taken to jail. 
Detachments of troops then took up 
positions’around the Bank of France. 
At nearly every’gathering place of 
laborers^there was some kind of con 
fliet. and the police and troops had 
difficulty in keeping order and prevent­ 
ing the laboring men from interrupting 
traffic. 
The 
most 
serion* of these 
early clashes occurred when 600 strik 
ers, coming out 
of the Labor Ex­ 
change, ran into twenty bicycle police 
men in the 
Bue 
Oberkampf. 
The 
strikers opened fire on the policemen 
with revolvers and the latter replied 
The strikers were dispersed after a 
brief engagement. 
One of the strikers 
was seriously hurt. 
Fully 80,000 men went'on strike this 
morning. 
Stormy meetings were held 
at the Labor Exchange by the various 
labor organizations, each ol which 
decided for itself what its members 
should do. 
The strike aigtators car­ 
ried the day at most of these gather 
ings 
and the workmen accordingly 
declared the strike« today.

various meetings of labor unions broke 
up there were many clashes with the 
police.

the Grand Palais and the 
Place de la Concord. There are about 
a hundred of these central points link­ 
ed bv military and police patrols. 
Similar m ilitary centers were estab­ 
lished in the suburban and factory dis­ 
tricts.

Jerome for the evidence against the 
insurance officials and that he had op­ 
posed action because he desired first 
to secure an opinion from the appel­ 
late division of the supreme court of 
this state on the question whether 
such political contributions constitut­ 
ed larceny. 
Such an opinion. Mr. 
Jerome had told the jury, would be* 
given early in May and the cases 
then could be taken up by a special 
grand jury which he had asked for. 
Justice Greenbaum. the district at­ 
torney informed the jury, had already 
decided that the contributions were 
larceny, but Mr. Jerome expressed his 
doubts whether this ruling would be 
sustained by the appellate division 
Mr. Jerome said it was in order to 
secure such a ruling before indicting 
any of the insurance officials and at­ 
taching to them an indelible stain, that 
he took the case against George W. 
Perkins direct to the court instead of 
before the grand jury in March. 
"If Justice Greenbaum’s ruling be 
sustained.” the district attorney said, 
“It will be necessary to call as wit­ 
nesses Cornelius N. Bliss, treasurer of 
the Republican 
national committee, 
and George B. Cortelyou. its chairman 
and postm aster general, and indict a 
large portion of the officers of every 
financial institution in this city.”
